U.S. Army Table Shows 


Amazing Red Army Speed 


To the layman the most amazing aspect of the Red 
Army march of liberation across Poland has been its speed, 
a phenomenon which has surprised military men even more. 
For instance, a comparison of the Soviet Army’s advance 
with the U. S. Army marching table, an estimate based on

NAIL CASHMORE GAG MOVE 


Minority Council members, among 
them Quill, Straus and Armstrong, 
nailed Cashmore’s gag move by 
charging that the reactionaries in 
the Council really wanted to cut 
the proceeding off-the air in the 
present election campaign, to pre- 
vent the voting public from hearing 
exposures of the Democratic bloc’s 
sabotage of constructive legislation. 

After furious debate from both 
sides of the body, during which 
time the radio was kept silent, 
Council President Newbold Morris 
finally stood guard over the radio 


technicians and ordered them to 


put the proceedings on the air. 

Councilman Straus, during the 
debate, termed the radio gag move 
as “stupid” and a distortion of 
Mayor LaGuardia’s speech. 

[At the Atlantic City veterans’ 
convention, the Mayor had said, in 
part: “The speeches of public offi- 
cilais even when made for purely 
local consumption are taken up 
abroad, studied and analyzed and 
deduction and conclusions are 
drawn from them. 


WARN OF RIGHTS THREAT 


Council minority members warned 
that the gagging of Council pro- 
ceedings would be a drastic step to- 
ward further denial of free speech, 
and a violation of the Bill of 
Rights. 

Three hours’ sharp debate finally 
trought defeat to the Democratic 
majority when Cashmore .agreed 
not to put the issue to a vote pro- 
viding any subsoquegt speeches 
made by Council members that re- 
ferred to Buropean war affairs 

jould be subject to censure. 

The gallery applauded loudly 
when the radio ban was defeated. 

Councilman Quill, Bronx ALP, is- 
sued a scathing denunciation of the 
Democratic majority's maneuver, 
charging that the reactionary group 
in the Council feared to face the 
public during the present election 
campaign because of their records 
curing the past session, which ad- 
journed early in the Summer. 

“Up until a few months ago,” 
Quill said, “everything was done 
in the name of the World’s Fair, 
now it’s in the name of the World 
War. Those who think they can 
abolish free speech and demo- 
cratic procedure with this new cry 
are mistaken. 

“The public listening in on our 
Council proceedings,” he said,

„ First the tin-horn dictator Harvey sets 
up a gang of vigilantes to blackout civil lib- 
erties in Queens. And yesterday the cor- 
rupt law enforcement agencies in Brooklyn 
followed suit. 

Sheriff Mangano has already announced 
the formation of a group—to be expanded 
to 3.000 — Which is commissioned to mow 
down civil liberties in Kings County, under 
the pretext of fighting “subversive” forces. 

Far from being isolated, these two cases 
are examples of a common subversive at- 
tempt by Big Business to build a fascist 
movement against civil rights in New York. 
The war hysteria, which is of their own 
making, is the fog behind which they work.

Law enforcement officials who give the 
slightest encouragement to these war- 
whooping gangs are only inviting disaster 
for the democratic rights of the people. They 
are paving the way for dark days of the 
world war when these self-appointed hood- 
lums smashed union halls, attacked progres- 
sives, and played havoc with the Bill of 
Rights.

Often radical parents mistakenly think they can help their children 
by removing them from the workers’ world, and throwing them into 
a bourgeois environment, where they can climb in the social, scale. 
This is also a frequent cause for future trouble and dividing families.
